Remember the story of Senator 
Franklin and his senior partner that 
ran in The Aberdeen-Angus Journal a 
little over a year ago? Well, Mr. Frank- 
lin, no longer a state soion at Spring- 
field, but a shrewd banker-farmer of 
McLean county, Illinois, wrote another 
chapter of market history for the Dod- 
dies on May 10th, when he topped the 
Chicago market for all weights with 15 head of 1134-pound Aber- 
deen-Angus steers. Wilson bought them for $9.50. They were of 
his own raising and ute nothing that was not raised on the Frank- 
lin farm. 

The Franklins have been in the cattle feeding and breeding 
business for seventy years now, the elder Franklin starting to ship 
to Chicago with the railroads, driving cattle there two years before 
there was such a new fangled way of getting cattle to the Windy 
City. The senior Franklin, Noah, is usually rated the oldest active 
shipper to Chicago, though he is now past 85. 


For the benefit of those readers who do not recall the stery, or 


who missed that number, we here reprint some extracts of how and 
why the Franklins farm this way on high priced Illinois land: 

“If farmers would only realize how easy it is to raise a few 
calves of good beef type, they 
would make a lot more money 
than by cropping off all the fer- 
tility of the soil,” said the Senior 
partner in telling of his advice 
to farmers and experiences with 
cattle. As he was an old Short- 
horn breeder who had changed 
breeds on a commercial steer 
proposition, the Editor was es- 
pecially interested in getting at 
his reasons for changing. 

“The Aberdeen-Angus pure 
bred bulls simply get more uni- 


and earlier maturity,” said Mr.

Franklin. “I recall the first Aberdeen- 
Angus bull we used some thirty years 
ago. We used him on our pure bred 
herd of sixty red Shorthorns and every 
calf came black and hornless. It was a 
great demonstration of the value of a 
good bull, and people still talk about 
that calf crop.” 

The Senator had come into the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association office at Chicago 
a few days before the Editor made this trip to his farm and had 
taken out a membership in the Association. Knowing that his Aber- 
deen-Angus baby beeves had annually topped the Chicago market 
for nine years in succession for the days on which they were mar- 
keted, we were more than anxious for his reasons for suddenly be- 
coming a member of the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation, for this move surely meant pedigrees where heretofore 
only pedigreed bulls had been used. 

' “Well, the time is here to put the herd on a pedigree basis,” 
said the Junior member. “When I was forced to turn down an offer 
for a carload of pure bred bulls patterned after five head in the 
Hall 1917 fat carload at the International Show, I knew it was time 
to get my calves where I could accept such offers. We are still 
making money at the cattle feed- 
ing game; and we have always 
made money at it because we 
kept abreast of the times, but 
with land at $400 to $500 an 
acre, I can see that the time is 
here for this move. It was a 
great compliment to Father and 
I to have Mr. Trigg of the fa- 
mous Goodnight ranch and his 
16,000 head of range-bred Aber- 
deen-Angus offer to buy a car- 
load of bulls of us because we 
were breeding the type, the 
quality and early maturity. Now

As Charlie Barber, a Guelph butch- 
er, told us one day last fall, the Hender- 
sons know how to feed cattle, market- 
ing nothing but good stuff, finished 
right.

ers of good beef cattle turn out steers which not only meet the ap- 
proval of the judges at our premier fat stock events, but which, 
when sent to the butcher, dress out anywhere between 60 and 70 
per cent. 

Black Jack, a grade Angus steer, bred and exhibited by Geo. 
Henderson and Son, Guelph, was champion grade steer at Ottawa in 
January. He would have been grand champion steer, as well, if the 
authorities of that growing show had seen fit to put on such an 
event, because he beat the champion Shorthorn steer in one of the 
finished steer classes. This steer was also second in his class at 
Guelph. It will also be remembered by the ring-side fans, that Boy 
Blue, also an Angus grade, bred and exhibited by “Jack” Henderson, 
a brother of the other, beat St. Elmo, the Toronto grand champion, 
and was reserve champion in the grade classes at Guelph.

The cows are big, 
thick and straight-lined, with more beef type than some pure-breds 
we occasionally run across. As Keith Henderson, the son, told us, 
they’ve used pure bred bulls so long that, practically speaking, their 
cattle were pure breds, even though they could never be registered. 
Later, when discussing the folly of farmers using a scrub sire, Mr. 
Henderson stated, that any man who’d use a scrub bull on those cows 
of theirs ought to go to the asylum. 

However, he takes this question of breeding somewhat as a 
matter of course. He breeds the kind which can make good use of 
feed and wouldn’t think of breeding any other. His chief considera- 
tion is, therefore, that of feeding the annual crop of calves for the

That’s the main thing about feeding cattle—know 
your calf, especially when feeding for baby beef. 

Everything depends on the feeder. You can tell a man what 
you’re feeding a certain bunch of cattle and_ then, when they’re 
turned over to him, he must find out the rest for himself. A man 
can start feeding cattle as a boy and yet have a lot to learn by the 
time he’s an old man. “For instance,” he said, “Keith fed Black 
Jack in such a way as to produce a champion; but the same ration 
given to another equally good steer next year might not produce 
nearly such successful results.

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Sound Advice from 


I never advocate the business of 
beef production for the man owning 
or operating a very small farm, say, 
anything less than 50 acres. One of 
the strong points in favor of beef pro- 
duction over some other methods of 
farming is that this method of hand- 
ling land allows for the operation of 
large areas, considering the labor involved. If one has an abund- 
ance of labor, as the operator of a small farm genreally does have, 
especially if he has a family of growing children, he needs to make 
use of a method of farming that will give employment to all his 
force. I am not a very strong believer in the very small farm, 
however, unless the idea is to grow truck, fruit, or some special 
money crops other than those that do not tend to rapidly deplete 
the fertility of the soil. Land in our country is yet much cheaper 
comparatively than is human labor, and I believe the general run 
of farmers will do better by themselves and the soil if they handle 
pa sized farms. I mean by this farms in acreage of 100 to 

acres. 


Raising the Young Calves by Hand Feeding 


To meet this condition, the owner of the moderate sized farm 
has one of two courses that he can follow. (1) He can purchase an 
extra young calf for each cow he owns and compel each cow to 
mother two calves dur- 
ing the pasture season, 
which course will pro- 
duce a very fair income 
per cow. In this case the 
cattle grower will do 
well to provide his neigh- 
bors, - owning one_ to 
three cows, with free 
service of a_ high-class 
beef-breed bull in order 
that the calves he will 
purchase later shall be of 
fair beef type. The or- 
dinary family milk cow 
will not produce a calf 
even when bred to a 
good bull, that will make 
a market-topping steer; 
but, if the sire be a real- 
ly good animal, almost 
any cow of fair size will 
produce from his service 
a calf that will grow into 
a fair quality of beef 
animal. Generally, I be- 
lieve it good practice for 
the man on the moder- 
ate sized farm to finish 
these calves on his own 
place at the age of from 
22 to 24 months. 

A method that will 
require more labor and 
generally produce more 
income per cow is to 
hand-milk the cows in 
the herd, secure the but- 
ter fat for sale as cream 
or butter, and hand-feed 
the calves on the skim 
milk. To make this 
method the most success- 
ful requires a_ small 
cream separator, through which the milk may be run while the 
animal heat is still in it and then the milk be fed to the calves at 
once, using always good, clean feed buckets—buckets that are 
thoroughly rinsed after each feeding time and scalded once per 
day. The calves, when this method is followed, should have a really 
good pasture in which there is plenty of shade and water, as well 
as some real grass and clover. By the time the calves are two 
weeks old they should be furnished some dry grain to take the place 
of the fat that the spearator has robbed them of. Cracked corn 
fed in a flat-bottomed trough will answer this purpose.

Estimating the Chicago Live Stock Market

20,000 oe and 15,006 
sheep will come into the 
stockyards for the nexi 
day’s trading. The esti- 
mate is always made in 
round numbers and al- 
ways posted in the same 
order, cattle first, then 
hogs, and lastly sheep. It 
is one of the important 
factors in determininz 
the prices paid for live 
stock, not only at Chicago 
but at other live stock 
markets. 

It is prepared from 
figures furnished by all 
of the railroads entering 
Chicago and by applying 
the law of averages. The 
railroads report the num- 
ber of carloads of each 
class and of mixed live 
stock enroute, or for 
which cars have been or- 
dered, that should reach 
the city in time for the 
next day’s trade. From 
these reports and from 
the records of actual and 
estimated receipts by days of the week, which have been kept since 
December 15, 1918, when this service was begun by the Department 
of Agriculture, it is possible to determine with a high degree of ac- 
curacy by 11 a. m., the probable number of cars that will arrive for 
the following day and the average number of animals per car. 

The reliability of this advance estimate is indicated by its gen- 
eral acceptance by the “trade” which uses it in the daily transac- 
tions in the market, following its release. It also serves as an in- 
dicator to the trade elsewhere and to country shippers as to market 
prospects for the following day. The most valuable influence of the 
estimate is its effect in assisting to stabilize the market. knew

perferred, particularly in sum- 
mer, to the Argentine variety, 
which is considered too fat, for 
the hot months. For the first 
half of 1920 about 5,000 head 
of cattle were received from 
; Argentina, compared with 
3,500 in 1919. The supply from England has been camparatively 
small, about 1,000 head, largely for breeding purposes. Importa- 
tion of cattle has been stopped for the time being, but it is stated 
it will be resumed in November. 

Bought by Government. 

“Practically all the cattle received have been bought by the 
Belgium government. A certain number, however, were purchas- 
ed by private account. There is no restriction on the importation 
of cattle, nor is the price of cattle fixed by the government. The 
retail price of meats, however, is fixed by royal decree, the latest 
one having appeared June 15, 1920. 

“This established the retail price of choice parts of beef with- 
out bones at 11 francs the kilo (Ikg. -2.2046 lbs.); with bone, 9 
franes the kilo. Cuts for stewing and braising, 8 francs the kilo; 
for boiling, 5 francs 50 the kilo, and chopped beef, 7 francs 50 the 
kilo. It is said that an effort has been made by profiteers to dis- 
courage the importation of cattle in order to create a shortage and 
consequent higher prices. 

“The cattle are entirely destined for civilian use, and not as 
army supplies. Cold storage meat, imported in large quantities 
from the United States and Argentina, is used by the army. 
late the use of chilled meat has become immensely popular in Bel- 
gium. It had to win its 
way, for at first the 
people were skeptical 


ports of live stock to 
Belgium, which con- 
tains much of interest 
to stek growers in this 
country. The report 1s 
as follows: 

“The increased de- 
mand in Belgium for 
live cattle, as shown by 
the numbers imported 
from the United States 
in the first five months 
of 1920, is due to the 
fact that the local sup- 
ply has been compara- 
tively limited. German 
requisitions were con- 
siderable, and Bel- 
gium’s neighbors, Hol- 
land and France, have 
been unable to supply 
the deficit. 

“Germany of late 
has been making good 
its seizures of live 
stock.

“Belgium’s figures that her late enemy owes 10,200 head. Thus 
far 3,178 head have been returned, As to sheep, Belgium has re- 
ceived more than were coming to her. Up to July 20, 1920, 35,507 
had been received, though the number due was 35,000. She got 
back 8,285 goats out of 10,000 and 33,911 fowl out of 35,000 that 
had been taken away. Foot and mouth disease, which has been 
raging in Europe, has decreased to a certain extent the total num- 
ber of cattle received. 

Breeding Greatly Reduced. 

“Breeding also has been greatly reduced, which is another 
reason why Belgium has been obliged to seek its cattle supplies 
from the larger producers, like Canada, the United States and 
Argentina. The United States cattle export figures for the first 
five months of 1920, while indicating that the cattle were destined 
for Belgium, do not however, take into account the number receiv- 
ed in transit. A certain number shipped to Antwerp have gone di- 
rectly through to Switzerland. : 

“Argentine breeds of cattle are considered here to have im- 
proved of late in comparison to the quality some time back. 

“Meat of American cattle is held in high esteem and is much

age meat. Many per- 
sons have been eating 
all their lives meat from freshly killed cattle and will have no 
other. It is largely in order to supply this demand that the govern- 
ment has been buying live cattle rather than dressed meats. Also 
the government and various cities have not yet all the installation 
and facilities necessary to take care of dressed meats, but great 
progress in this respect is being made. 

“The importations of cattle have renderel a great service to 
this population; without them the price of meat would have been 
much higher. They have permitted the maintenance of relatively 
low prices for fresh meat while waiting for the installation of the 
cold storage meat service. It is also considered that the Belgian 
cattle supply, greatly aided by what has been received from Ger- 
many. will be sufficient to satisfy the demand for fresh meat. The 
temporary cessation of American imports of cattle comes at a time 
when cows which have been on pasture are arriving in the market. 
It is thus likely that any increase in price of meat due to the 
absence of American cattle will not be considerable. It is also said . 
that some importations of cattle from Denmark for private account 
are planned. 

“After American cattle are purchased by the government they

The Government report on losses of live stock the past year, as 
figured up to May 1 show that the past winter took a very light 
toll. This indicates that there was plenty of feed and little suffer- 
ing of animals exposed to range conditions, and the stock for both 
breeding and feeding came through in exceptional condition for 
1921 work. The average health is better because the average con- 
dition at the end of winter was better, and more and bigger calf, 
lamb and pig crops with better resistance to disease should follow. 
With big crops of feed carried over, these young things should be 
sent along to top form for show and sale at either public sale or 
market at market prices. No use holding back crops for a return 
of 1920 prices; they’ve gone with war conditions and won’t return 
unless there is another war to make war conditions.

credit. The Hereford breeders are also on 
record as favoring the plan. The North- 
west has got up against a real problem of 
live stock marketing in the deflation time, 
and they are tackling the problem in a 
characteristic manner that will mean the 
distribution of many of thousands of pure 
breds. The average farmer of the older 
sections scarcely realizes conditions when 
crops fail and cash becomes so scarce that 
tractors and automobiles stand idle for lack 
of fuel that has to be bought with cash. 
Those who have pioneered in the U. S. 
Northwest and the Canadian West know 
these conditions intimately, and they know 
long time credit is the only way to do bus- 
iness with such farmers. By putting an 
entire state membership behind such a plan, 
it can be handled soundly and safely and do 
the pure bred business a lot of real good at 


_-this time. 


Secretary W. E. Morris of the Minnesota 
Association, in making the annuoncement 
of the new policy of the Minnesota Doddie 
breeders says: 

“American farmers have been demanding 
long time credit as absolutely vital to agri- 
culture. The Angus breeders association 
wants to prove that the farmers themselves 
are willing to practice what they preach. 
Rather than see many farmers lose the op- 
portunity to buy pedigreed stock that might 
be building up fine herds in the northwest, 
the asscciation will help make the necessary 
credit arrangements.” 

There must be something in the air to 
make these Minnesota and Dakota chaps a 
little more progressive than the rest of us, 
as they have been doing several things with 
pure breds that the rest of us should now 
emulate. If the Northwest doesn’t speedily 
eliminate the scrub sire, it won’t be the 
fault of these breeders. They are spread- 
ing the pure breds, keeping them healthy, 
and making better states to live in for farm 
folks. What is a higher ideal than that?

PART V. 
A Round of the Farms. 


But that was only part of the Master’s life; his 
daily activities led him elsewhere. There were these 
regular visits to Bridgend, Dorsell, and to the Craig- 
jevar grass fields, Old Keig, or other parks. Then 
of course there were the markets, which were busily 
visited during these summer months when he went 
around with his famous “Black Bookie,’”’ well thumb- 
ed and dog-eared, in which, after going through the 
market he would round up those who had premised 
to support him. Leading them to some convienent 
tent on the stance he would have them write down 
their names as pledging their votes. That “Black 
Bookie” I presented to his election agent, Lessel 
Stephen, brother of James Stephen, Conglass, after 
Mr. M’Combie’s death. Mr. Stephen being one of 
the Master’s trustees. 

These visits to “the farms” were great events. At 
Bridgend there was that finely featured, always 
genially spoken “Jeems” MacPherson, grieve; the 
most tasty husbandman, perhaps, of all the Vale. 
Especially at building a corn stack and finishing it, 
he showed extraordinary art. As a ploughman he 
was a close rival to “Jeems’’ Whyte, grieve, or 
“gaffer,” at Tillyfour—they shared the medals be- 
tween them. In all field operations J. M. was exact- 
ing, tidiness shown at every stroke. But perhaps 
his masterpiece was the clipping of the mystic 
“MxC” on the rumps of the Christmas beasts, the 
week before sending them to London to uphold the 
fame of the Prime Scots’ brigade from Aberdeen- 
shire. He used along thin shears and was exact 
and accurate in the ticklish job of making a neat 
looking “‘mark.” Giblett, the London sa'esman, had 
sent down a zine sheet with the letters punched out 
to be used on the rumps and the letters outlined by 
means of some white smear; but J. M. laughted at 
the divice as childish. It was a treat to be present 
with him as he clipped and clipped and clipped, par- 
ticularly when he was exerting his skill on the 

corners and cleaning up the stray remenants of up- 
standing stubble on the bare surface. As he twisted 
his shoulders about and his wrists and blew puffs 
of breath on his work, he would tell many a queer 
story of old. These three grieves might well chant 
“Right sacred is our ox’s rump.” Giblett, the Lon- 
don salesman, used to be able to pick out the beasts 
from each place, Tillyfour, Bridgend and Dorsell, by 
the characteristic style of each clipper’s art. espec- 
ially Jeems’s. 

J..M. was a fine penman, too, and a very com- 
panionable and lovable personality, above the station 
which he graced and honoured. He was social to a 
degree and a favourite with everybody. He raised 
an immense family, twenty-one there were, and not 
a day’s sickness among them, and all as ‘‘weel- 
faured” as himself. His wife was a sterling woman, 
of whom, of course, very little was seen. He lived 
in the cottage alongside the Leochel Burn—a famous 
trouting stream—-a little way from the steading at 
“Brig’en’.” That steading! One part the new un- 
finished on the left side of the road as you approach- 
ed from the south—Tillyfour way: and the other 
to the right—here a combination of thatch and tile. 
(It is described in “Field and Fern” as “that low- 
roofed tabernacle.”) In this part was the venerable 
old threshing mill and low-roofed granary below the 
courts and boxes; one of them where Black Prince 
was trained by John Benzies, and Knight of the Shire 
literally died with his head thrown on my lap. 

Black Prince on Tour. 
The story of John B. (for which see ‘Field and 


Fern”) would need a chapter. Sometimes a myster- 
ious light would be seen dark nights blinking up and 
down about and around these old houses. It was 
John, o’ night, slipping in to see how his “charge” 
was getting along; with a windling of picked hay, 
which he would feed to the grateful beast in tetties 
as he held them out to entice the Prince. These boxes 
sometimes got so full by the accumulation of the 
straw tramped down by the keasts that it seemed as 
if the bestial would soon be scratching their backs 
on the rafters. The day that Black Prince left for 
his conquering campaign to Birmingham and Smith- 
field is ever memorable. The noble beast that might 
have needed a ladder for a short man to survey his 
back, as “The Druid” said, moved with a con- 
ficent swing as he was led forth to the “van,” that 
low-set vehicle that was to transport the precious 
freight to Alford, where the well-padded truck was 
ready for his reception. I remember as the Prince 
stepped gaily forward to the door leading out of the 
old low court, he swung majestically past the Master, 
who suddenly cried out in alarm—Johnny Gibb-like— 
“Heely, there, John, man’”—he was afraid the Prince 
would bark his hide against the sides of the door. 
But John had an eye on him and the Prince squeezed 
through, greatly to our relief, for had a scratch ap- 
peared it would have discomposed us all, and made 
the Master angry. But there he was, his ears pricked 
forward as he nosed his way into the van. Then he 
sniffed and gazed around with an air of monarch of 
all he surveyed. And the tandem team tugged at 
the chains and traces, the start being easily made, 
though the heft was noticeable. Then up that stiff 
brow of the road right between the new part of the 


’ steading and the old farm-house and the Prince was 


on his way. 

The sunny slopes of Bridgend are two hundred 
feet at the steading nearer sea-level than Tillyfour 
House (760 feet) facing the south and the west, with 
the usual well-covered surface of soil found on these 
southern-facing slopes. It was a famous crop farm, 
always the heaviest in the Vale. Harvests were two 
weeks earlier there than at Tillyfour, only a mile’s 
distance, and, of course, the crops were heavier. It 
was there, in that field near the house, that the first 
turnips were sown in the district, and the heaviest 
yield of corn ever registered. The grass, rye and 
clover, were the juiciest and ‘sweetest, and exempli- 
fied there the Master’s aphorism, ‘‘A beast never 
forgets an early bite of grass.” 

Bridgend was of course the scene of the two first 
sales of Tillyfour breeding stock. I have the cata- 
logues of each before me, one of 1850, the other of 
1857. The first may be noted here—the other will, 
in its place—as the sale at which representatives of 
the St. John’s Wells and Wester Fintrary herds were 
purchased by Sir John Macpherson Grant and Sir 
Alexander Burnett of Leys, two breeders of whom 
the latter was then the more prominent. It was 
Matchless 768, of the old St.John’s Wells herd, that 
Sir John purchased and the blood runs in the male 
line of some of the Ballindalloch families even until 
this day; and it was Mary of Wester Fintray 21, the 
dam of the great Nightingale 2€2, bred by Sir Alex- 
ander Burnett, that the latter bought, Nightingale 
being purchased by William M’Combie and sold at 
his Dorsell sale, the buyer then being Sir George 
Macpherson Grant. These sales are intensely inter- 
esting of course, as, representing the herds of St. 
John’s Wells and Wester Fintray, the Williamsons 
and Walkers, mentioned so particularly by Dr. Skene 
Keith, who brought them to the front, they being 
the only names mentioned as breeders by any of Sir 
John Sinclair’s volumes on the Agriculture and Live 
Stock of these counties. : 

Farm Pupils and Farm Grieves. 
Bridgend was the pride of the M’Combies, the two 


Williams, laird and tenant. It wes where many a 
pupil from alien lands had learned their lessons in 
Aberdeenshire farm methods, especially of stock 
raising and feeding—Mon. Eugene Tisserand, who 
entered the French Ministery of Agriculture, the 
Baron de Fontenay of Bellesme, another Frenchman, 
who wrote a book on the subject, “Le Betail en 
Ecosse: Race Bovine’ (1862); Cunningham, Jarvis 
and Adamson, three young Englishmen who were 
contemporary, and others. The Baron visited Tilly- 
four years later, on his honey moon. The Baroness 
of course was quite ingenuous. The first big turnip 
field she passed she wanted to know what “was 
growing there so much.” Being told, she asked, 
‘‘What do you do with all the soup?” Eugene Tiss- 
erand, at dinner at Lumphanan Manse, was asked 
what portion. of the chicken he would perfer: ‘All 
of the breast, madame,” he replied, without any sus- 
picion that he would encroach on any other desiring 
the same sort of ‘“‘meat.’’ Another continental vis- 
itor said he had a very pleasant time ‘coming up- 
stairs’—to Tillyfour—from London. He was con- 
vinced he was reaching a higher altitude there, it is 
presumed. Others from across the Channel were 
surprised at the number of Scotish words they under- 
stood—‘‘wahrm,”’ “‘pleuch,”’ and so on. 
I hear the whirr of the old mill as “Jeems’” would 
feed it and the tick of the old eight-day clock that 
stood at the entrance to the worn out old place inside 
—I wonder if it is still at Buffle, where I left it with 
Mrs. Wythe; Buffle, famous in family history, need- 
ing a tenant at Mr. M’Combie’s death, | was unable 
to get ‘‘Jeems” installed as a reward for his faithful 
services. 
Then after an hour or so, on to Dorsell, lying along 
the great north and south high road, one of General 
Wade’s masterpieces, that had taken the place of the 
old drove road that ran through Bridgend and Tilly- 
four to reach the Tulloch leading to Deerside and 
Lumphanan and Kincardine O’Neil, and south on to 
the famous Cairn o’ Mounth, or to Braemar, and 
thence to the Spittal of Glenshee; the latter the road 
Donald McOmie traveled on his weary journey from 
the ancient family homes in Glenislen and Glenshee. 
Dorsell was a farm of a different stamp, the soil 
sharper than at Bridgend, but just as kindly. It was 
presided over by another personally, one of sterner 
aspect, almost of ascerb character, alongside the two 
Jeemes of Tillyfour and Bridgend. His name was 
“Willum” or ‘‘Weelum’’—William Turner. He was 
a man of dry, very dry, pawky humour, but always 
had a sly smile wreathing his remarks and repartees. 
He was far from voluble—but ‘‘thocht a hantle’’ be- 
tween words. He would address the Master—or 
others—in a very quaint manner, in a sort of drawl 
-oér monotone, that was very engaging, full of sympa- 
thetic vibration, as it were. One picture of him is 
rivetted on the memory. We had arrived just after 
a heavy shower; and ‘“Willum” was seen making his 
way down the hill with a time-browned umbrella, 
“dreepin’ weet,”’ over his head. As he arrived and 
found the Master waiting, he smiled, as he anticipated 
the comment that was consequently left unsaid, ‘It 
dis weel eneuch ta haud by a _ shooer,” was the 
remark, as he closed the umbrella. Translate that 
into plain English, wouldn’t it lose its effect entirely ? 
That ancient piece of gingham was sacredly housed 
in Willum’s cottage and was the one additional at- 
tribute that made of him a picture that could be 
gezed at with interest from out our window. Dorsell 
was the scene of the first harvester trials in the 
Vale. There was a Bamiet among them and the in- 
dividual in charge experienced a mishap and was laid 
up in Willum’s cattage for some days. Dorsell sup- 
plied a fine contingent of Christmas beeves for the 
“big” market and Willum emulated J. M. of Brig’en’ 
in the artistry with which he clipped the famous 
mark on the beasties’ rumps. On the Asloon estate 
of the Baronet of Newe, Dorsell was the scene of 
one of the historic Tillyfour sales of breeding stock 
in 1860, at which Sir George Macpherson Grant pur- 
chased the great Nightingale 262. The visits to Dor- 
sell were more of business or operative confabs than 
those at Bridgend, where there was always the geni- 
ality of Jeems to entice one to a social chat. But 
Willum was sterling, stern, staunch. 
And what a night is was when these three great 
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Temple Hall,

husbandmen met at Tillyfour up in the Master’s 
sanctum, as a Cabinet Council to plan some conjoint 
action! The author of “Johnny Gibb of Gushetneuk” 
ought to have been there. The different types and 
characters of the men came out in fine contrast, 
James Whyte the intellectual, James Macpherson the 
genial, William of Dorse!l the dignified; and it was 
a privilege to wait to hear the Master’s ‘‘Caw’mil, 
poor them oot a glees, man!” Then the decanter 
was brought forward and three glasses filled, the 
Master having then given over the habit, and “‘hand- 
ed.”’ Each had his own way of disposing of the con- 
tents of these exactly measured glasses. William 
the eldest, would sip his first, J. M. follow with a 
taste, while J. W. of Tillyfour would “haud back” 
and allow the aroma to prevade his nostrils. The 
while, they would each be making some remark or 
answer to the Master who was tapping his snuff box 
~_that new one he had been presented .with after 
having become “William M’Combie, Esq., M. P.”— 
presented by one of his continental pupils—and he 
would revert to some reminiscence, to give his faith- 
fuls full opportunity to finish their ‘“‘treat.”” Jeems 
of B. and William of D. would slowly, as if affraid 
to affront by being too precipitate, empty their 
glasses, and then Jeems of T. would get into action, 
not to be behind, by swallowing—or gulping—his 
down with one motion, immediately returning the 
glass to the table with an expression of intense satis- 
faction, which was the signal for the others to do 
the same. Each face was a study as each would close 
his eyes, smack his lips, and make some remark in 
regard to the Master’s story. These were occasions 
when it was taken ‘‘cold without.” When the worthy 
minister of the parish was the visitor in the parlour 
it was toddy, hot and sweet for two. 
“Tsy.”” 

Then from Dorsell we might return along the same 
road, and at a spanking gait the ponies would bowl 
along, the Master. interchanging remarks with ‘“Jin- 
mie’ Glass, the occupant of the dicky in front, who 
was an expert handler of the ribbons and a horse 
couper of renown at all the markets and had many 
an opportunity to profit by his presence there with 


the Master. He prospered and became farmer in 
Drumdaig, on the Lynturk estate, too, that lay to the 
north of Tillyfour, shutting it in from chat side. 
“Jimmie” had won the hand and heart of the daugk- 
ter of Sandy Hosie, the tenant, she having been en- 
gaged as housemaid at Tillyfour. ‘Isy’’ was the belle 
of the neighborhood and the prize for many a gallam 
suitor to attempt to win. ‘“‘Isy,’’ dear, lass, preferred 
Jimmie, though she nad many apparently better 
“bids.” The “sweeties” showered on her from the 
loons returning from the feein’ places were immense. 
She was the belle, too, at these balls that even at tha: 
late time William of Easter Skene occasionally gave 
at Lynturk. I remember the dominie of the parisn, 
none other than James Moir, who became headmaster 
of the new Grammar School at Aberdeen, who was 
schoolmaster at Tough at the time, honouring or be- 
ing honoured by “Isy’”’ with a dance; and how he did 
“hooch” and crack his fingers and kick his heels 
about to encourage her to smile and beam. [hat was 
a great night for “Isy,’’ but her escort lost out in the 
long run to Jimmie: and he took with him to Vie- 
toria, Australia, the germs of sore disappointment 
that was apparently eventually there healed; ‘or 
there was balm in that new world where he married 
“‘weel’’ and became Principal of an Agricultural Cul- 
lege somewhere. This to the sore disappointment of 
Isy’s mother who was, as Sandy, her father char- 
acterised her, ‘‘a terribly ambeetious wumman.”’ So you 
see there were doin’s among the lads and lassies just 
as full of human interest as there were among the 
higher-ups. And the wooin’s of the lads was watah- 
ed with much intent by us youngsters. 
: A Tillyfour ‘‘Meerie.” 

On these rushes to Craigievar, perhaps we would 
overtake someone whom the Master was not vary 
sweet on; an occasional outer from the castle itseif 
might not be exempt and the Master would call to 
Jimmie to “Let them oot, laddie,’”’ and as he passe: 
the slower-going equipage he would turn a disguised 
look of surprise toward the occupants and maybe 
wave a hand toward them; but he would enjoin Jim- 
mie to put on even then more speed. For these pon- 


ies had been selected with care. The black had been 
noticed by the Master in London, she was a fiery, 
fidgety, nervous ‘‘meerie,’’ always aflame. She was 
eontinually switching her tail, indeed she seemed 
fiave switched it until there was very little left of i' 
and that little had to be tied down to the trace ‘to 
keep it from getting in the way and irritating her, 
which if it had occurred it would have been up with 
her heels and the de’il to pay. But it was all effer- 
vescence: she was as kindly a nag as one could wish 
for—when you were once acquainted with her. Jim- 
mie and I were the only ones permitted to ride her. 
And I did ride her. Once I was discovered by Wait, 
the horse-couper, and he reported the occurrence .o 
“Tilly,” as he too familiarly styled the Master. I 
was on that long steep hill, the road to Alford, on 
one side of which was Dr. Walker’s part of the ‘a- 
mous Carnaveron, the farm one of James Milner; 
and, higher up, of Cairnballoch, then tenanted hy 
Mr. M’Connach, and Tillychetly, Charles M’Combie's 
farm. I was returning from Alford and I made a 
mad plunge down that hill. It must have seemed 2s 
if I would be thrown off; but I held a firm grip of 
Black Bess’s sides and gave her all the encouraze- 
ment she craved. And truly it would have pre- 
vented any such experience as that of Tam from ta2 
haunted Alloway kirk, had he had such a nag to flee

will make it possible for them to produce 
their stock and products most economically 
and efficiently. 

3. We condemn all sharp practices such 
as by bidding in sales and request that 
every animal bid off be sold to the party 
named, at the price stated, and urge that 
breeders, auctioneers and adveitisers work 
together to blacklist any person who is a 
part to such a practice. 

4. We urge upon the breeders that they 
keep in mind the fact that the ultimate pur- 
pose of pure bred live stock is the produc- 
tion of market stock and products and that 
the price of pure bred stock must be pro- 
portionate to that of market stock and pro- 
ducts. 

5. We urge the liberal use of the knife 
and the vigorous culling of pure bred herds 
by all breeders of pure bred live stock. 

6. We urge that those men who have 
made a start with pure breds should not be 
discouraged with the present situation but 
should retain their good females and make 
discriminating additions to the herds where 
possible. We urge the more careful selec- 
tion of females in herds producing market 
stock and products and suggest that since 
the pure bred female may now be purchas- 
ed at so nearly the market rate that they 
often may be used to advantage in founda- 
tion stock for this purpose. 

7. We commend the practice of many 
breeders in “taking in trade” and sending 
to market scrub or inferior sires as part 
payment for pure bred sires. We urge the 
geneial marketing of inferior sires and the 
tuining of the cash received into improved 
sires. 

8. We suggest the local sale on a com- 
munity or county basis as a method of mar- 
keting pure bred stock. We commend the 
practice of two or more producers or breed- 
ers buying sizes in partnership or in asso- 
ciations, wherever it is impractical to own 
such sires as individuals. We commend the 
formation of Stallion Associations, on the 
initiative of farmers, to purchase these 
stallions where needed. 

9. We recommend that the breeders and 
breeders’ associations give careful study to 
their advertising and other sale expenses, 
and suggest that they study their stock and 
the field in which they may reasonalby ex- 
pect to sell and then place their advertising 
and allot their sale expenses accordingly. 
We urge upon bankers and financial organ- 
izations that they provide credit for the 
purchase of improved sires wherever pos- 
sible. 

10. We recognize the problem of finance 
as being most important in the breeding, 
raising and preparing for market the live 
stock of the State. In order that this end 
of the industry may properly function we 
urge upon the lowa Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion and the financial interests of the State 
to take such steps at once looking to the 
question of a proper credit corporation that 
will furnish such reasonable credit to the 
farmer and breeder as will enable them to 
efficiently conduct their business freé from 
undue pressure for liquidation. 

11. We urge the breeders of the State 
to cooperate fully in the work of tuberculo- 
sis eradication. 

12. We urge that every county live stock 
breeders’ association plan a definite pro- 
gram and suggest the following lines as 
tried projects that have proved their value. 

Live Stock Club Promotion. 
Cooperation with county fairs. 
Organization of local shows 
Promotion of Pure Bred Sire Campaigns

Let me say that the last Journal seemed 
more interesting for the average, practical 
reader than most of your issues. We want 
more articles of the type of Captain Went- 
worth’s and the one entitled “Herefords ancl 
Angus in the Western States.” 

I would be glad to hear more about an

“What and how do you feed,” we coun- 
tered, for an interview is not a real inter- 
view unless questions are asked. 

“We feed what we raise and raise what 

-we feed,” he replied, “and consider that a 
mighty good guide to cattle feeding. Some 
require a lot of imported and patent feeds, 
and I must admit we formerly thought it 
was necessary to bring in carloads of oil anid 
cottonseed meals and large quantities of 
patent preparations to mix with the feeds, 
and we were continually having the manu- 


. facturers draw drafts for hundreds of dol- 


lars on us, but we have got over that idea. 
When you have plenty of blue grass, clover, 
alfalfa and corn, you have mighty near a 
balanced ration that can’t be beaten. That’s 
our experience, and the markets have proved 
it for us when we got our cattle there.” 

“As to the breed, we’ve had all of them, 
having been Shorthorn breeders for years, 
but the feed lot has always been our field 
and the Aberdeen-Angus have matured 
earlier and brought more money at the mar- 
kets. While the cows have all been pure 
breds, I think, we never kept up pedigrees, 
but we did buy the best bulls we could find. 
Breeders and feeders often asked us what 
we wanted with $500 bulls when $100 to $200 
ones were good enough for steer getting. 
That’s the wrong idea. There are no bulls 
too good for steers, and my senior partner 
taught me the value of good bulls years ago 
when I mounted a horse and rode day after 
day at his side gathering up feeders for the 
feedlots. He certainly knows cattle, and I 
always take him along yet when I can to 
help pick out a bull.” 

“That’s one thing that has got to go with 
pedigrees when I buy them; there must be 
a top beef animal with the pedigree. We 
have been schooled in the beef business fot 
the feedlot, and the changing to the pure 


bred business is going to be merely an add- 


ing on of the pedigree to good cattle and the 
making of those good cattle better so far as 
we can do this. I don’t think $2,000 is too 
much for us to pay for a real] bull at the 
start of our changes, but he has got to be 
a real bull. Then, when we are all lined up 
with every animal pedigreed we hope to be 
able to sell Mr. Trigg of Tucumcari, New 
Mexico, a carload of pure bred bulis and 
they will still be as good bulls as “Ed” Hall 
had in his grand champion carload at Chi- 
cago in 1917 when we were invited to sell a 
load of bulls of that pattern.” 

Below is a short article written for “Su- 
premacy of Aberdeen-Angus” by Senator N. 
FE. Franklin three or four years ago: 


“Our herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle is 
maintained strictly on a commercial basis. 
We keep it to produce yearling beef, an in- 
dustry we have found profitable. Most of 
our cows are eligible to registry, but as we 
are not in the pedigree cattle business, rec- 
ords are of no particular value. What we 
aim at is producing the biggest yearling at 
14 to 16 months of age. If any other breed 
excelled the Aberdeen-Angus in this _ per- 
formance it would have a place in our sys- 
tem. We have neither prejudice nor senti- 
ment. It is a manufacturing proposition. 

“Experience, extending over many years, 
has convinced us that for baby beef pur- 
poses on corn-belt land the Aberdeen-Angus 
is without a peer. Our land is located in 
the northern part of McLean county and is 
among the highest price areas in the coun- 
try. To get maximum results we must not 
only have good cattle, but the best. Over- 
head charges are heavy and production cost 
must be figured closely. We have found that 
Aberdeen-Angus cows are good mothers and 
the calves are easily kept in condition after 
weaning. 

“T do not fear successful contradiction 
when I assert that, under conditions existing 


in central Illinois, Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
are the best for the beef maker’s purpose ani 
the real test is that of the block. It has 
been contended that keeping a cow on these 
Illinois corn lands for the calf she raises is 
economically impossible. I do not know 
whether it can be done with other breeds or 
not, but our Aberdeen-Angus herd is a divi- 
dend payer, otherwise it would be dispersed. 
Beef making is a profitable part of our busi- 
ness. It enables us to maintain an all-the- 
year-round farm organization and keep our 
land in a high state of fertility. I do not be- 
lieve that raising inferior calves would let 
the breeder out whole, but our cattle are 
equal to the task. ; 

“Naturally our Aberdeen-Angus yearlings 
top the Chicago market. We must make 
that kind of cattle to stay in-the business. 
This is where the “blacks” excel, market ob- 
servation having convinced me that buyers 
invariably give them preference and getting 
over the scales early means 10 to 15c per 
ewt. to the feeder. Black cattle of good 
quality invariably out-sell those of other 
breeds in similar condition. 

“We produce our own calves for the rea- 
son that we could not buy that kind on the 
market or anywhere else. Breeders of black 
cattle are not letting the other fellow have 
them for finishing purposes, consequently 
at weaning time their value to us 1s consid- 
erably higher than market quotations. 
course care is necessary and to this the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breed responds. They are es- 
sentially the farmers’ cattle. If not market- 
ed in the yearling stage they can be carrie 
along .profitably, making them well adapted 
for grazing areas of less value than our corn- 
pelt land. Properly treated, the Aberdeen- 
Angus cow is good property and its progeny, 
similarly handled, will make more money 
than a calf of any other breed. We have 
given the matter a test and our breeding 
herd is all black.”
